Practically the Sumo a» Mesmerism—Value 


In the Treatment of Disease—Capable of 
Injury When Abused—ApplicatlonShwnld 
be Limited by Law. 
The teim hypnotism is nearly synony- 


mous with mesmerism, animal magnet- 
ism, braidism and syggignoscism. Hyp- 
notism is believed to have been practiced 
by religionists many centuries ago, but 
little, however, is known of its history 
previous to the tune of Mesmer (1778). 
Since then hypnotism has been much 
studied by many eminent men in the 
professions of medicine, science, religion 
and tho arts. There came a time when | 
the interest in it flagged very greatly; 
but a few years r.go a revival took place 
in France, and since then 'it has been 
generally recognized as a therapeutic 
agent and employed by many physicians 
all over the world. One of the earliest 
uses of hypnotism was to produce a state 
of insensibility, so that surgical opera- 
tions could be performed without pain, 
But it has been applied for many other 
purposes, and somo men, very skillful in 
its application, use it in the treatment of 
a long list of diseases both acute and 
chronic. Nervous affections sometimes 
yield very readily to its influence. 


HOW PRODUCED. 


reproduce hypnotism, operators have 


methods wlxichvary somewhat in detail, 
but the principle is the same. Most all 
usa passes, although some depend almost 
entirely, if not entirely, upon tho fixa- 
tion of gaze. For reasons which will 
appear anon, none of the methods em-. 
ployed to produce the hypnotic state will 
be described in this communication. As 
to the force generated or liberated in 
hypnotism, no one pretends to know; 
but many believe it to be electric, or 
perhaps magnetic.

work when the subject is not entirely 
unconscious.

They say 
if the skin is cut it feels as if something 
were being gently drawn over it, and

but that pulling the tooth feels like pull-

remedial a50111, there is necessarily much 
difference of opinion.

' surgical operations, as a substitute for 


1 gas, ether or chloioform, it can never 


displace thorn to more than a very slight 


I extent, except, perhaps, it be with chil- 


i dren. Very many who are about to have 
an operation performed must necessarily 
be so nervous that hypnotism will be 
quite out of the question. 


And there will doubtless always exist 


persons who will be insensible to the 
efforts of operators. Some subjects are 
easy to hypnotize, while with others it is 
the reverse; to which of these classes n 
person belongs cannot be known until 
an effort to put him into the hypnotic 
state is made. And in the susceptible 
cases not infrequently several seances 
are necessary before the power of tbe 
operator is sufficiently felt. 


One very important point that the 


study of hypnotism has brought out and 
emphasized, says an observer, is the po- 
tency of suggestion. Doubtless most of 
the slight aches and pains that the gen- 
eral practitioner is called xipon to treat 
are partly imaginary, and all that is 
necessary for cure is a certain amount 
of faith on tho part of tbe patient, be- 
gotten by judicious suggestion by the 
medical man. At first sight this seems 
to be a sort of chicanery, but it is impos- 
sible to deny its efficacy, and it is much 
safer for tho doctor to acknowledge, to 
himself at least, that it is not his simple 
remedy which has wrought tho cure, 
but his suggestion to' tho patient. One 
needs no better example of the power of 
suggestion than the many cures brought 
about by the faith cure. In this case 
religious fanaticism is called upon to 
produce an effect upon tho mind of the 
credulous patient, and if the malady is 
an imaginary ono the relief is instanta- 
neous. 


Wo now come to the reason why none 


of the methods employed to produce 
hypnotism have been herein described. 
It is an agent which only should be used 
by reputable physicians, for, like others 
which they employ, it will do much harm 
if injudiciously applied. Vipre the meth- 
ods known, there would Naturally be a 
tendency on the part of some to try it as 
a means of amusement, -while, without 
doubt, there are not a few who would 
use it for no good purpose. That hypno- 
tism may be rightly applied and without 
injury it must be exclusively confined to 
physicians, who alono are capable of dis- 
tinguishing between those subjects upon 
which it is likely to do good and thosa 
likely to bo injured by it. It is a well 
known fact that persons who are often 
hypnotized finally become so susceptible 
that the act is accomplished with the 


, greatest case. And in not a few in- 
| stances of subjects so treated for a long 
time, it requires scarcely more than a 
single glance for the operator to throw 
them into a hypnotic sleep. 


So it will bo seen that hypnotism might 


pri^ e a mcnaco to society unless steps 
wvro ta'uen to guard against it. The first 
! precaution to suggest itself is the prohibi- 
| HOD of all public exhibitions of hypno- 
! lism or mesmerism. This remarkable

A COUNTINQ;;CHIMPANZEE. 


Remarkable Exploit* of an Ape—ReFjM 


of Experiment*, 


Nature prints an Interesting paper read be- 


fore the Zoological society of London by Pro- 
fessor George J. Romanes, F. R. S., and from 
it tbe following, extracts are made: 


"A year or two ago it occurred to me that 


I might try some psychological experiments 
ou the intelligence of this animal. The cir- 
cumstances in which she is placed, however, 
lid not prove favorable Cor anything like 
systematic Instruction. Being constantly ex- 
posed to the gaze of a number pi people com- 
ing and going'andiavtagtiadattentioneasily 
distracted by them, the ape w»V practically 
available for purposes of tuition only during 
the early hours of the morning, before the 
menagerio is open to the public, and, as a 
rulo, I did not find it convenient at that tune. 
Therefore, tbe results which I am about to 
describe do not, in my opinion, represent 
what might fairly have been expected onder 
more favorable conditions; if the chimpanzee 
could have been kept as a domestic pet for a 
few months (as I kept the cebus kindly lent 
me for the purposes of psychological observa- 
tion by this society), there can be no doubt 
that many much more Interesting results 
might have been obtained. Nevertheless, it 
appeal's to me that even those which have 
thus far been obtn*ned are worthy of being 
placed on record. 


"Having enlisted the intelligent co-opera- 


tion of the keepers, I requested them to ask 
the ape repeatedly for one straw, two straws, 
or three straws. These she was to pickup 
and hand out from among the litter in her 
cage. No constant order was to be observed 
in making these requests, but, whenever she 
handed n number not asked for her offer was 
refused, while if the gave the proper num- 
ber, her offer was accepted, and she received 
a piece of fruit as payment. ,In this way the 
apa was eventually taught to associate these 
three numbers with their names. Lastly, if 
two straws or three straws were demanded, 
she was taught to hold one straw or two 
straws in her mouth until she had picked up 
the remaining straw, and then to hand the 
two straws or the three straws together. This 
prevented any possible error arising from her 
interpretation of vocal tones—an error which 
might well have arisen if each straw had been 
asked for separately. 


"As soon as the auimal understood what 


was required and had learned to associate 
these three numbers with their names, she 
never foiled to give the number of straws 
asked for. Her education was then extended 
in a similar manner from threo to four and 
from four to five. Here, for reasons to bo 
presently stated, I allowed her education to 
terminata But, more recently, ono of tho 
keepers has endeavored to advance her in- 
struction as far as ten. The result, however, 
is what might have been anticipated. Al- 
though she very rarely makes any mistake in 
handing out one, two, three, four or five 
straws, according to toe number asked for, 
and, although sho is usually accurate in 
handing out as many as six or seven,when the 
numbers eight, nine or ten are named, the re- 
sult becomes more aud more uncertain, so as 
to be suggestive of guesswork. It is evident, 
however, that she understands tho words 
seven, eight, nine and ten to betoken num- 
bers higher than those below them; for if she 
is asked for any of these numbers (i. e., 
above' six) she always gives some number 
that is above six and not more than ten; but 
thero is no sucli constant accuracy displayed 
in handing -oat the exact number named as is 
the case below six. On the whole, then, 
while there is no doubt that this animal can 
accurately compute any number of straws up 
to five, beyond five the accuracy of her com- 
putation becomes progressively diminished. 


"It is not necessary—indeed, it would be 


unreasonable—to supposa that in this process 
of 'counting' tho ape employs any system of 
notation. We know from our own experience 
that there is counting and counting, i. o., dis>- 
(anguishing between low numbers by directly 
appreciating thu difference between two 
quantities of sensuous perception and dis- 
tinguishing between numbers of any amount 
by marking each perception with a separate 
sign. Tho extent to which tho former kind of 
computation can be carried in the case of man 
has been made tho subject of a careful re- 
search by l*rofessor Freyer, of Jena. His ex 
periments consisted in ascertaining the num- 
ber of objects (such as dots on a piece of 
paper) which admit of being simultaneously 
estimated with accuracy, and it was found 
that the number admits of being largely in 
creased by practice until, in the case of some 
persons, it may rise to more than vwenty 
But, of course, in the case of a brute it is not 
to be expected that such a high -degree of 
proficiency, even in this non-notative kind of 
'counting,' should be attainable. The utmost 
that could here be expected is that a brats 
should exhibit some such level of ability as is 
presented by a young child or by those sav- 
ages whose powers of accurate computation 
do not appear to extend further than num- 
bers which we write as units. It was in view 
of such considerations that I did not attempt 
to carry the education of this ape beyond tho 
number five, and the result which has at- 
tained subsequent endeavors to teach her 
numbers as high as ton is, aa previously re- 
marked, exactly what might have been an- 
ticipated. It may here be added that in the 
only records with which I am acquainted of 
animals exhibiting any powers of numerical 
computation these powers have not extended 
beyond the number five."

The Footpath. 


In England one may walk through a 


county without troubling tbe high road; 
The winding by road, with its bowery 
sides, is everywhere at our service, and 
everywhere, too, we find ,the footpath, 
crossing private grounds, perhaps, as 
sanctioned by some ancient right of .way; 
edging the little river and passing it by 
the bridge, which is always to be found 
where needed; bordering the farmer's 
fields, leading from one hospitable gate 
or turnstile to another, and finding it* 
way to every attractive' point of view. 


England has been. cultivated for BO 


many centuries that scarce an acre ap- 
pears which the hand of man has not pat 
to some sort of service, while even in the 
most thickly settled parts of our older 
states there are many tracts which are 
still almost in their primitive condition. 
Horses, too, are cheap with us and dear 
in England, so the English rustic is 
obliged to walk where his American 
consin may ride if be will 


But to explain why we have not so 


many footpaths as the English is not to 
confess ourselves satisfied with the want 
of them. Nor is there any reason why 
we should not have them in far greater 
numbers. It costs a good deal to make 
a road, but very little to make a foot- 
path, for, of course, we need merely a 
narrow path which a well shod and sen- 
sibly dressed person can traverse with a 
moderate degree of comfort—not a gravel 
walk fit for slippers and muslin gowns. 
Often a couple of planks across a brook, 
a few loads of earth dumped in a marshy 
spot, two or three stones set as steps 
against a wall or fence and a little cut- 
ting away of tree branches and under- 
growth would open up a delightful tract 
of country which now is almost impossi- 
ble of approach. 


Nor do we think that the farmer's or 


landed proprietor's interests would suffer 
by such trifling civilities paid to possible 
pedestrians. More persons would cross 
his property, but those who did cross 
would do it less damage. The path might 
Ueep even boys' feet from straying into 
less desirable directions, while those for 
whose especial benefit it was formed 
would.of course.be limited by its bounds. 
If even the rudest, simplest paths were 
thus generally formed in our rural 
neighborhoods their influence would at 
once be felt iu the village itself, as well 
as in the summer coloiiy. 


Ask any farmer's daughter why she 


does not walk more anU sho will answer, 
like the city woman, "Where shall I 
walk? The road is unattractive, the 
meadows and woods are always more or 
difficult to cross and often impassable," 
More paths and simple bridges and stiles 
are what we need, alike in the interests 
of healthful physical development and 
of healthful growth in the sentiment for 
nature.—Garden and Forest.

"The first thing that struck uae was nt 
Sioux Falls, South Dakota, whence we 
stated August let, Tho whole town IB 
underlaid by a most curious dark colored 
Btono, unknown anywhere else in the 
world, which is so hard that it is almost 
impossible to dress it. I was told that it 
had 70 per cent, of the hardness of the 
diamond. But, strange to say, it is readily 
split with a hammer, and so smoothly that 
it does not neel dressing at ail, but is 
built into beautiful houses from the crude 
blocks, 
I also saw facvories at Sioux 


Falls, wbera they saw up petrified trees 
from New Mexico an~ make them into

'Ihese petrified trees nre extraordinarily 
hard, and the brilliant coloring exhibited 
by their cut substance is supposed to be 
due to the action of mineral waters ages 
ago.

isfactorily irrigated by tho Yellowstone 
river, GO that the land will smile with 
abundant harvests whera now tbere is 
nothing but sagebrush. I didn't go over 
into the other great valley of the Sun river, 
adjoining, but I was informed tLat it also 
could by made proclaitiva witb reservoirs. 
In Eastern Washington Territory 1 saw ut 
the coal mines a well Irom Wuioh flowed 
both water aud tmruing gat. Subsequent- 
ly the eiptdr.ioo vetted the Suake river 
Vulley, between Idaho and Oregou, cover- 
ing 0,000,000 acres, a large part of which 
may be redeemed by digging cannls fiom 
th* river and by etoriug th* wa,Ur when it 
is plentiful. 
I should have mentioned 


that, paieiog tbe Columbia tiver by rail, 
the committee found a great valley where 
the Northern Pacific railway crosses, which 
they Buid could ba irrigated by simply 
turning out the water from the falls sixty 
mile* above the road, so that 2,000,000 
acred of productive soil conld be gained.

Moxieo, from El Paso to SanU Fe, and ob- 
served that tbe river wa? dry for long dis- 
tances, owing Io the fact tbat it had been 
tamed oat in northern New Mexico and 
Colorado for irrigation purposes. I cam* 
bock to Washington through Texas, and 
didn't go through Kansas, Colorado and 
Nebraska, as others of the comreitlee did." 


Representatives of great Western compa- 


nies are now in Washington trying to se- 
onra a restoration ot the oH arrangement 
whereby any individual could file a claim 
to a square mile of so-ailled "desert land 
in a lamp. As things ar« now a perso 
can secure no more desert land* in tbi 
way than the 160 acres permissible to oc 
oapy under tbe homestead law, and now 
that irrigation is in prospect, the camps 
nits are particularly anxious to be place 
iu ft favorable position tor grabbing tb 
surface of tbe earth in big lota. There i 
said to be « great deal of anxiety felt b 
people in the west to have the Governmen 
undertake the work of irrigation, ratbe 
than individuals or companies, throngl 
fesr lest the corporations which lend inoue, 
shall eventually aomi into possession of al 
oi the land.

Want to Build It. 


From the Idaho Daily Statesman, pub- 


lished at Boise City, wo clip the following 
article, which will be of interest to our 
readers, taken from the issue of the 25th 
of October. 
0. W.Hinoholiffe and party 


were in Boise City at the time holding con- 
ferences witb Governor Scoup and other 
prominent business men: 


Mr, C. W. Hinohcliffe, Superintendent 


of 
tbe 
Nevada Central Railway, and 


Messrs. W. J. Hilands and George Mc- 
Milan, capitalists of Cleveland, Ohio, are in 
the city, and yesterday bad interesting 
conferences with Governor Shoup, Mayor 
Pinaey and other leading citizens. 


The attention of the Nevada Central 


people has been for several years directed 
to Boise and this section uf Idabo, during 
which time they have been collecting «t*tn 
with a view of a passible future extension 
of their road into this promising region. 
Ihey have recently become convinced tbat 
the time for taking some action in the mat- 
ter has arrived; hence the present visit of 
these gent eiuen to Boise. 


The only portion of the Nevada Central 


built and in operation is that from Austin, 
Nov., to Batile Mountain, a station on tho 
Central Pacific Railroad in the same State. 
It is now proposed to build the road from 
Battle Mountain to Boise by the way of 
Tuscarora, Nov., Squaw Valley, near the 
Idaho line, thenee skirting South Moun- 
tain and down the Bruneau Valley to Snake 
River and across the Snake Biver plains to 
Boise. Battle Mountain is 260 miles south 
from Boise. The grades are so easy on 
this route and the engineering difficulties 
so few that the road can very nearly follow 
the air line. 
This route would be very 


much shortly and more direct between 
Boise and San Francisco than the Oregon 
Pacific, the Donahue road or any other 
projected line. 


From Boise it is proposed to build the 


road eastward into Montana, with the 
probable terminus at Butto City; the route 
from Boise passing np the Boise Bivor to 
tho South Boise, which will be followed to 
the Smoky Fork, and thence to Bellevue, 
distant from Boise 130 miles. 
From 


Bellevue the road follows the edge of 
Caams Prairie, skirting the Wood River 
and Lost Biyer hills to Challis, in Ouster 
county, a distance of CO miles. Tberiee 
the route goes to Salmon City, and thence 
crossing tbe main chain of the Bocky 
Mountains by a comparatively low "divide" 
and on to Butte. The estimated distance 
from Bellevne to Butte, Mont, is 420 miles, 
which, with the 130 miles between Belle- 
vue and Boisa, gives 550 miles from Boise 
to Butte. 
Governor Shoup and others 


familiar with the country through which 
the proposed road will pr.sa express the 
opinion that the freight traffic on this 
route would make the road a better paying 
investment than any other road or section 
of a road of equal length now built or pre- 
lected iu the Northwest. 


[Instead of building east towards Butte 


Hty we learn from Mr. W. J. Hiiands that 
t is proposed to build this road north 
i-om Koise City to Big Payette Lake, 
through the largest body of timber in that

>elt for about 65 miles. The timber from 
hat section alone would more than pay 
he interest on the bonds, besides a nice 
dividend on the st ick.—Ed.
